Pollowlng a period of Intense heat, 
which early gave promise of develop- 
j ing into a storm, of some magnitude,

Other dealers have been taking 
care of their own customers, with the 
lesult that aae Mg rstaU dealer had 
BO sugar lA hto boaae tor several 
days. All the dealers hwre orders 
out for sugar, but the aholesafers say 
they cannot get sugar from the re- 
finers, who. in turn, claim they are 
far short on the raw material. What

During the storm the home of Mr. 
Robert McFeeney, on the farm of 
Mr. John T. Redmon. on the Jacks- 
town pike, near Paris, was struck 
by lightning and partly demolished. 
Mrs. Me P ee a e y , who was sittlag in 
the doorwajt, reeelved the full fbrce 
of the stroke, and was instantly 
killed. Ck>roner Davis was called and 
summoned a jury, who, after review- 
ing the facts as presented, rendered 
a verdict in accordance therewith. 

A corner of the Redmon home was 
torn off by the storm, but no one was 
hurt. Mr. Redmon went to the as- 
sisance of the McFeeney family 
and everythiac was done for their 
comfort. 

Jack Tumey had just finished top- 
ping off a stack of hay on the farm of 
his father, Mr. Jesse Tumey, on the 
Maysville pike, near Paris, and had 
descended to the ground, when a 
fla.sh of lightning struck it, setting 
it on fire and destroying it entirely. 
His lucky escape waa a BMtter of bat 
a few seconds. 

Mrs. Pearl Deavers, who was sit- 
ting on tile porch at her home <m Fif- 
teenth stioet, watdilag the progress 
of the stona, waa stBaai i by a Ui^t- 
ning stnHce, whieh flaahed aeross the 
poreh. She waa rsadered uncon- 
scious remaining in that condition 
for over an hour and a hali;^ until 
restored through the ministrations of 
physicians. 

On the Claiborne Stock Farm of 
Mr. A. B. Hancock, near Paris, light- 
ning struck and killed a valuable 
brood mare, that had been standing 
in the field close to one of the bams 
on the piaee. 

Reporta from all parts of the 
county indicate some kind of damage 
wrought by the storm, yet luckily 
none of a very serious nature. The 
heavy rains swelled the branches and 
creeks and made them into little 
rivers, which poured into Ston'^r and 
Houston creek.<. rapidly converted 
those streams into rivers of muddy 
waters. Floating debris of all kinds 
covered the streams. Reports from 
several sources in the county stated 
that the storm had badly washed 
out growing crops, especially to- 
bacco. Among the latter was the 
crop on the Tumey place being rais- 
in the city the damage was not 
very severe, being confined mainly to 
broken limbs of trees and the flood 
of water that poured through the 
streets, in some instances overrun- 
ning into cellars. Window panes 
were broken by the force of the 
wind, but no s srl o u a damage baa yet 
been reported. ' 

Lightning flashes set fire to a num- 
ber oi trees in a woods on the Clin- 
tonville pike, iNiming all the foliage 
aad iMidly charring the trunks of the 
trees. Men with axes were set to 
work chopping the trees down in or- 
der to prevent other trees from catch- 
ing fire. 

Mr. William Grannan had a nar- 
row escape during the storm. The 
members of the family had been sit- 
ting in the reception hall, and dis- 
cussion of the lightning caused one 
of the ladies of the pariy to iMeoBie 
uneasy. They moved into a rear 
room, and Mr. Oraaaaa atarted from 
the hall to the room to eoothe' them. 
Just as he left the hall a lightning 
bolt .struck the house, loosening all 
the plastering on the hall ceiling, 
which plunged down below with a 
crash to the very spot he had just 
vacated.

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President Wilson returned to 
Washington at ^dnight Sunday af- 
ter an absence of four months at the 
Paris peace conference. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Wilson, Miss Mar- 
garet Wilson and by Vice President 
Marshall, and most of the members 
of his cabinet, who greeted hlvi- on 
his arrival at New YorlE, « 

The Preaidential party was greet- 
ed at the statloB by a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand peiaons who had 
waited for several hours. After 
brief welcoming ceremonies, the 
President and Mrs. Wilson drove di- 
rectly to the White House. 

When the President returns to his 
desk he will face what probably will 
proved his busiest week in the White 
House. A vast accumulation of im- 
portant matters awaits his consider- 
ation. 

The President will deal with the 
subjects before him with as great 
speed as possible. In order that he 
may make an early start on his 
speech ;making trip. It has been in- 
dicated that he would like to leave 
Washington about the middle of next 
week. 

ABMmg matters awaiting Uie Pres- 
ident's immediate attrition are bills 
pa.ssed recently by Congress which 
carry appropriations of more than 
two billion dollars. 

It was understood that the Presi- 
dent hoped to confer with members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and lea4ing administra- 
tion officials. 

Acting Secretary Polk probably 
will be among the first to confer with 
the President. Among other (matters 
Mr. Polk will discuss with Mr, Wil- 
son the proposal that he go to Paris 
to take the place of Secretary Lan- 
sing at the Peace Conference. 

The itinerary for the President's 
"swing around the circle" is still un- 
settled, and probably will remain so 
until after Mr. Wilson goes l>efore 
the Senate to praaont tha paaee 
treaty.

Mr. Mn Pnc, Jr., a native oC 
BourlKMi eounty. and noted as a 
popular novelist, died at a hospital 
in Knoxville, Tenn., Tuesday night, 
after a short illness of pneumonia. 
Mr. Fox was in Norton, Virginia* 
when he was taken ill. pneumonia 
developing, and he was sent to the 
Knoxville hospital, where his deatb 
followed Tuesday night. 

Telegrams announcing the ertmt 
were sent to Paris friends Wndnreday 
morning, and the news also 
known through the receipt ot 
grams in Lexington, 
brother, Mr. Everett 
residing. Until 4i ttnn ffll 
Fox had been aoliveiy at 
gathering material Sn> a new noveL 
He spent a part of the winter in the 
South, returning to his home in Vir- 
ginia a few months ago. There he 
had been spending most of his time 
with his piother, sisters and two 
brothers, with the exception of a few 
weeks when he visited in New York 
and other Eastern cities. 

Mr. Fox was born near Stony 
Point, in this county, in 1863. He 
was t-he son of the late Prof. John 
Fox. who condnetoi n, prtfsto school 
in Paris for several years, and wlw 
was regarded as one of the ec wn t y'n 
foremost ndiiflius He lesiiied thn 
rudlBMnto of eineatlon at hla ii^ 
ther's school in this dty and 
Transylvania Vnlveraity at

About twenty years ago Mr. Fox 
attained marked distinction as a 
writer and as a novelist.

AJCESICAinS TO HELP SKVUIU) 
FRAHCE. 

A big New York corporation has 
just signed a contract for the re- 
building of the Nancy diatrict of 
France, the tentative figures being 
1250,000,000, while the final figures 
may exceed $500,000,000 before the 
task ii conii^eted. Thf work under- 
taken Invoma the rdeoiietnietion or 
repair, of public buildings, factories, 
dwellings, roads, bridges, churches, 
and all other structurea deatroyed by 
the German inyaders. 

The enormous amount of this pro- 
posed expenditure for the repairing, 
to such a limited extent as may now 
be possible, of the destruction 
wrought by the Huns in a single 
small eeetiain of Ihramee, indicates the 
utter inadequacy of even the largest 
sujm ($25,000,000,000) which has 
been meiitioned as the total of the 
reparations to be eventually demand- 
ed by alMed countries from Germany. 
Germany haa made a loud protest to 
the effect that she "cannot pay;" 
but the cold, unanswerable fact Is 
that Prance alone — ^leaving the huge 
war damages and coats to the United 
States, Great Britain, Italy 'and 
other Allied countriea entirely out of 
the account — has already T>een com- 
pelled by Germany to pay in physical 
war damages and costs, alone, even 
aside^tiMlm her tersihle and irreplace- 
able loea of maaihood, far man than 
the total amount likely to be requir- 
ed from Germany for all her war 
erimes. As a matter of fact. Ger- 
mkny is able and should J)e made to 
pay in full, at least to J'rance and 
Belgium, for every dollars worth of 
destruction ^t she wrought in her 
horrible war for world dopaination.

A perforated endlesa conveyer helt 

is used to properly salt and pepper 
the victuals; 20 large street sprink- 
lers are used to place syrup on the 
cakes. Coffee is made in a 600-gal- 
lon tank and pumped to the several 
tables through pipes. Six-inch mains 
are installed froon 20 of the biggest 
dairies in the country for the sup- 
plying of milk. Radio telephones are 
used for the transmission of orders 
to the' cooks hy myself, the mess ser- 
geant.

"Already I am brave!" And only 
a few brief mo^nths ago this little 
lad was homeless, shuddering away 
from the sight of carnage, cru^ed 
into dea^tution by the merciless foes 
of his country. A little help, aome 
cherishing words in a letter written 
by an Ajmerican woman, and the 
bruised life was healed again. 

There are thou.sands and thous- 
ands of such little children in France. 
Through the activities of an Ameri- 
can organization, "The Fatherless 
Children of France," many of these 
perishing little folks, like Felix 
Gaizdire, were "adopted" by warm- 
hearted Americans between the au- 
tumn of 1917 and the signing of the 
armistice — an adoption which meant 
Mily the writing of friendly letters 
from time to time and the furnishing 
of ten cents a day to help in the 
child's support at home in Prance 
with those of his own kin. But 
thou.sands more of these children 
must be granted a chance for life, 
(must be saved for the future of the 
world — must have help given to them 
until they loo can say: "Already I 
am brave. And in the autmnn I 
shall go to school again." 

A special campaign, with Mrs. 
Walter S. Brewster, of Chicago, as 
chairman, is being undertaken by 
"The Fatherless Children of France," 
Room 635. 410 S. Michigan Avenue. 
Chicago, for the purpose of securing 
help for 60,000 more of these chil- 
dren, who should be "made brave" 
again, and whose names were on the 
waiting list when the armistice was 
signed. This organization co-ope- 
rates with a similar one in Fra^nce. 
of which Marshal Joffre is head. 
The drive is on — and it costs only 
1 0 cents to care for a child for a day : 
$3.00 for a month; or $36.50 to be- 
co^ a godmother or godfather. 
Such godparent chooses her own 
protege— 4k)7 or girl/ as she elects, 
from the lists at the organis&flon 
headquarters, and is put in direct 
communication- with the child 
through correspondence. The small 
contribution made supplements the 
tiny pension of 10 cents daily al- 
lowed each child by the French 
Government, but it is sufficient to 
keep body a-nd soul together.

In lioalsidBa It was found that, when 
the alligators were killed off, the 
muskrat multiplied and destroyed the 
levees; also the cotton-mouth mocca- 
sin, the garfish and the carp in- 
cr s a ss d wonderfnlly. Whereupon pro- 
tection was given to alligators. This 
lacertilian, to give him his correct 
family name, has probably kept the 
muskrat away from the South Caro- 
Itea Coast, for -the moskrat Is un- 
known dl the coast. If allowed to 
multiply the alligator will make in- 
roads on the carp, the^ garfish and 
the cotton^outh, all undesirable 
members of our fauna. The sum to- 
tal of the alligatmr's otII doing 
amounts to this: He catches a dog 
now a.nd thMi; once in a while pulls 
a hog or bites the tail off a cow, for 
sundry stump-tailed cows along the 
Atlantic Coi^ Line right-of-way 
have met misfortune in^ this way.

Now that Germany has signed up 
and the President has' broken away 

from Paris; isn't it high time to cut 
out a good deal of this over-indul- 
gence of fear concerning unemploy- 
ment, the high cost of living, Bol- 
shevism, I. w.'s and other ter- 
rors that try to comouflage their 
lawlessness — and make this business 
of reconstruction hum? ^ 

There is no guinimizing the worth 
of the achievements in our national 
affairs, and those of the world; but 
the human mind cannot forever 
dwell upon the tragedies that cost 
ten million lives in battle, thirty 
million injured, and thousands made 
blind or inMifea-iHUUl othMS onde 
poor, and some made rich. 

How about t04norrow, as well as 
yesterday? Industrial facts are 
worthy of, and must be considered; 
Th%i% are practically no business 
failufes occurring In the country; 
the bank clearings are running about 
seventeen per cent, over last year's 
highest totals. Even if prices are 
high the cost of labor and the prices 
of foodstulFB furnished a firm founda- 
tion for the condition. Cotton is no 
longer in tlie dugnps, and it, like 
wool, is in active class. Steel slump- 
ed and suffered a real bunip after the 
war, but the human members o^ that 
industry, including the "men on the 
job," ought to be able to take 4>ro- 
tracted vacations for a time as the re- 
sult of Iheir era of prosperity. The 
railroads are'lagging In making pur- 
chases of steel, and the Director 
General is following the footpaths of 
his predecessor in having arranged 
for two-thirds of a billion dollars 
from Uncle Sam to take up the de- 
ficit, or slack of a year's operations, 
and to provide for essentials jn bet- 
terments and replacements of the 
properties. But someday this jpiud- 
dlesome muddle occasioned by Gov- 
ernment operation will end; and it 
will be a gala day for the Nation 
when private owners of railroads re- 
sume charge, and restore decrepit 
roadbeds and rolling stodc, and get 
the great steel highways back to nor- 
mal condition. But while the rail- 
roads are down in low speed, the au- 
tomobile business is on high, and the 
sViel sMtt are finding a pretty good 
output tor ihelr goods in that direc- 
tion. Even house-building is on the 
gain, unemployment is not half as se- 
rious as some agencies would have 
one. belieye. . Our. conditions con- 
trasted with those that eiMated 
abroad, should produce optimism of 
the keenest kind. Raw [materials 
and machinery _ are lacking in the 
war sons, and millions of men are 
idle in consequence, while the dis- 
content that rages is causing further 
industrial stagnation because work- 
men are demanding ne,w systems in 
industry, that will furnish them a lit- 
tle taste of the democracy that they 
hare b ee n dying for. 

Ye Gods, we are a lucky race, and 
our debts and debtors can easily be 
forgiven, for the United States i?' 
richer than it was before the war; 
its manhood and womanhood have 
been rejuvenated through the short 
season of struggles that they have 
endured. There are no longer Brit- 
ish syndicates owning our flour 
mills or German syndicates owning 
our breweries, or British and Ger- 
man syndicates financing our rail*- 
roads as in the olden days. Uncle 
Sa{m is now the chief banker of the 
world; and all ehrinssd nations take 
their hats off to us. 

It is time to feel a little cocky over 
our position in the affairs of the 
universe. Incidentally evejy com- 
munity that whoops it up in giving 
their returning soldiers a big wel- 
come, and then goes on the way, bat- 
tling for the peaceful conquests of 
the future and forgetting the sob- 
stuff, will make progress towards the 
realization of a world free for De- 
mocracy's sake.
